N confequence of the reafons 
laid down in our laft, the 
wvernor of Maffachufets, in 
Hanuary 1745, recommended 
ameflage to his aflembly, to 
ofecute an expedition again{t 
spe Breton early in the fpring. 
~The afflembly, upon the fe- 
ry’s laying the meffage be- 
pre them, bound their mem- 
rs to fecrecy ; and after three 
Mays clofe deliberation upon it, 
t him an aniwer ; the fub- 
ance of which was, “ that 
they were fenfible of the ne- 
ceflity, there was for making 
an attempt, as foon as _poffi- 
ble, tor the reduétion of the 
ifland of cape Breton; but 
the undertaking was too great 
for the abilities of the pre- 
vince, and prayed him to re- 
prefent to his majefty, how 
effential it was for the fecurity 
of the colonies and his fervice 
in North America, that an 
expedition fhould be fitted 
out from England againft 
this ifland, and that they 
Were ready to contribute to- 
wards the profecution of it to 
theutmoft of their power,” 
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If every advantage propofed 
by the Governor in this expedi- 
tion had depended upon effec- 
ting the Reduftion of the ifland, 
the meafure recommended by 
the affembly muft have been 
more eligible to him than fet- 
ting on foot, without the fanc- 
tion of the king’s orders, an at- 
tempt of that confequence ; 
which, if it had failed of fuc- 
cefs, might have been con- 
demned as imprudent and rafh ; 
but as he was fully perfuaded of 
the high probability, or rather 
certainty, of fucceeding at Jeaft 
in the other points before- 
mentioned, particularly the pre- 
fervation of his majefty’s pro- 
vince of Nova Scotia from the 
danger, ft appeared to be 
threatened with that year from 
France; the recovering the 
Englifb fifhery, and deftru€tion 
of that of the French ; and that 
the fame advantages, which 
prefented for effecting this early 
in the fpring, could not be ex- 
pected afterwards in the courfé 
of the war, he thoyght it in- 
cumbent on him to avail him- 
felf of that opportunity for pro- 
moting the National interefts as 
well as thofe of the Northers 
colonies ; which muft have 


been loft, if he had wajted till 
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he could have received his ma- 
fefty’s pleature thereupon. 
he fubje&t of the affembly’s 

deliberations, and the refult of 
them, notwithftanding the care 
taken to keep them fecret, had 
fo far tranfpired, that Marble- 
bead, the principal fifhing 
town, and Boffon the chief trad- 
ing town and mettopolis of the 
province had determined to pe- 
tition the general court to have 
the propofed expedition fet on 
foot ; and the governor there- 
upon moved the aff in 
two other meflages to refome 
the coufideration of this enter-

As the Mafachufets aflembly at 
firft entered into the expedition up- 
oh the cooleft deliberation; fo did 
they on the other hand exert them. 
felves with uncommon vigour in 
the profecution of it: As ioon as 
the point was carried for undertak- 
ing it, every member, which had 
oppoféd it, gavé up his own pri- 
vate judgment: to the public voice, 
and vied with thofe, who had vo- 
ted for the éxpedition, in encour- 
aging the enliftment of the troops, 
dnd forwarding the preparations for 
the attempt. 

The bounty, pay, and other 
encouragements ailowed by the 
Mafachufers government to both af- 
ficers and men, efpecially the for- 
mer, was f{mall; but the Spirit; 
Which reigned through the pro- 
vince, fupplied the want of that; 
the complement of troops was foon 
inlifted; not only the officers, who 
ferved in this enterprize, were gen- 
tlemen of confiderable property; 

but 
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but moft of the Non-commiftioned 
officers and many of the private 
men had valuable farms, and en- 
ter’d into the fervice upon the fame 
principles that the old Roman citi- 
zens in the fir confular axmies 
ufed todo, with a refolution to be- 
have like men, who were to fight 
pro aris ‘et focis; which they were 
perfuaded was the caiein this en- 
terprize. 

The vote of aflembly for under- 
taking the expedition was not paf- 
fed till the 25th of January, when 
intenfe cold weather begins to fet 
in ; yet all the vefiels of war were 
got ready for the fea, (the principal 
one of which was but then lately 
put upon the ftocks), the tranfports 
were provided, the provifions, ar- 
tillery, ordnance, and other ftores 
fhipp’d, the whole armament e- 
quipped, and the troops embarked 
at Bofion, within feven weeks after 
the governor had iffued his procla- 
mation for fetting it on foot, and 
feveral of the armed veffels were 
upon their ftation before Louishourg, 
many days before, in order to hin- 
der intelligence or fupplies from 
getting in; and to prevent it’s 
being fent from the colonies, em- 
bargoes were laid, and every pre- 
caution taken; and the prepara- 
tions were conducted with fuch fe- 
crecy, that the firft notice, which 
the French had ot the attempt, was 
given them by the appearance of 
the Exgli/> in Chapeau-Rouge bay, 

‘The Mafachujets Governor, from 
the beginning, depended on the af- 
fiitance of fome of his majelty’s 
thips in North America, and as foon

Point Cove: Upon the difcovery of 
this the enemy fired fome cannon, 
and rang their bells tn the town, to 
alarm and call in their people liv- 
ing in the environs, and fent out of 
the town a detachment of about 
150 men, under the command of 
Mr. Boularderie, late an officer in 
one of the regiments in France, to 
oppofe the landing of the troops ; 
whereupon the general made a 
feint of landing a party of his men 
in boats at Flat Point Cove, in order 
to draw the French thither (which 
had its effect) and upon a iignal 
from the veffel thofe boats returned, 
and joined another party under his 
ftern, from whence were landed 
two miles higher up the bay, about 
100 men, before the enemy could 
get up there; whom they brikly 
attack’d, though under the advan- 
tage of being covered with their 
woods, and after killing fix of 
them upon the fpot, taking as ma- 
ny prifoners, (among whom was 
Mr. Boularderie), and wounding 
feveral others, forc’d the remainder 
to make a precipitate flight to- 
wards the town, in which fome o- 
thers w re taken prifoners, with 
the damage fuftained on the part of 
the Engii/h, of only two men being 
flightly wounded: On the fame 
day about 2000 neore of the troops 
were landed without oppofition, 
and the remainder, being near 
2000, the day following 
On the day following a detach- 
ment of 400 men marched round to 
the north-eaft harbour, behind the 
range of hills there, and burnt all 
the enemy’s heufes and ‘ftores in the 
ae ee neighbourhood, 
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neighbourhood, at the diftance of 
about a mile from the grand batte- 
ry ; whereupon the enemy deferted 
it the fame might, leaving the artil- 
lery, confifling of 28 cannon of 42 
pound ball, and two of 18 pound, 
with the ordnance itores (except 
their powder, which they threw in- 
to a well), fo precipitately, that 
they only {pik’d up their cannon in 
a flight manner, without knocking 
off the trunnions, or doing other 
damage to them, and but very 
little to the carriages: ‘The next 
morning a party of fixtcen men 
difcovered, that the enemy had a- 
bandoned the grand battery, and 
drove off a party of them, as they 
were attempting to reland there 
that morning in boats. 

As foon as the New England men 
bad taken pofieflion of the grand 
battery, the Frexch kept an incef- 
fant fire againfi it with their cannon 
and bombs both from the town and 
ifland battery; the former of which 
is diftant 5913 feetfrom it, and the 
latter 4800; notwithflanding 
which three of thecannon in the 
grand battery, which pointed a- 
gainft the town, were cleared by 
the day following, and the enemy’s 
fire was returned upon the town 
from them, as was that from their 
ifland battery foon after, by other 
cannon, which pointed againft it, 
and were drilled within a few days, 

The New England troops, with- 
in the compafs of 23 days from the 
time of their firft landing, erected 
five fafcine batteries againft the 
town, mounted with cannon of 
4z lb. 22 Jb. and 18 lb. thot, 
mortars of 13, 11, and 9g inches 
diameter, with fome cohorns ;, all 
which were tranfported by hand, 
with incredible labour and difficul- 
ty, moft of them above two miles; 
all the ground over which they 
were drawn, except {mall patches 
or hills of rocks, wasa deep mo- 
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rafs, in which, whilft the cannon 
were upon wheels, they feveral 
times funk fo deep, as not only to 
bury the carriages, but cheir whole 
bodies : Horfes and oxen could not 
be employed in this fervice, byt 
all muit be drawn by men, up to 
the knees in mud; the nights, in 
which the work was done, were 
cold and foggy, their tents bad, 
there being no proper materials for 
tents to be had in Neaw England, a 
the out-fet ofthe expedition: But 
notwithftanding thefe difficulties, 
and manv ofthe men’s being ta- 
ken down with fluxes, fo that at 
one time there were 1500 incapa- 
ble of duty, they went on without 
being difcouraged, or murmuring, 
and by the help of fledges tranfpor- 
ted the cannon and mortars over 
thefe ways, which the French had 
always thought impaffable for fuch 
heavy weights; and befides this, 
they had all their provifions and 
heavy ammunition, which _ they 
daily made ufe of, to bring from 
the camp over the fame way upon 
their backs. 

To annoy the befiegersin mak- 
ing their approaches, and carrying 
on their batteries, the enemy erec- 
ted new works, frommwhich, as 
well as from the cannon of other 
batteries, and their mortars, they 
continually maintained a ftrong 
fire, till they were filenced. 

The moft advanced of the New 
England batteries (which was finith- 
ed the 17th of May) was within the 
diftance of 250 yards from the weft 

ate of the town ; fo that from this 
oes feveral of the enemy were 
killed by the mufquetry of the be- 


fiegers, as were fome of their men 


by the enemy fromthe walls; and 
indeed this battery was fo near the 
enemy’s works, that the men were 
obliged to lead the cannon there 
under the fire of their mufquetry, 
which was very fharp on both 
; is fides, 
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fides, the French generally opening 
the action every morning with the 
fre of their {mall arms for two 
hours; which was conftantly re- 
turned with advantage: The exe- 
cation done from the batteries of 
the befiegers was very confidera- 
ble; the welt gate was entrely 
beat down, the wall adjoining very 
much battered, and a breach made 
jn it at about ten feet from the bot- 
tom of the wall: The circular bat- 
tery of 16 cannon, 24 pounders, 
near the weft gate (and the princi- 
pal one againit {hips next to the 
grand battery, and ifland baitery) 
was almoft entirely ruined, and all 
the cannon but three diimounted : 
The north-eaft battery, confitting 
of two Jines of 4z and 32 poun- 
ders, in all 17 cannon (another 
principal battery again& thips) was 


damaged, and the men drove from ’ 


their guns; the weft flank of the 
king’s baftion belonging to the ci- 
tadel, and the battery there of fix 
24 pounders, which pointed to the 
land fide, and greatly annoyed the 
wo'ks of the befiegers, was almoit 
demolifhed: Two cavaliers of 24 
pounders each, raifed during the 
liege, and two other cannon of the 
fame weight of metal, run out at 
two embrazures cut through the 
parapet near the welt gate at the 
fame time, (all pointing againit 
the New England batteries) were fi- 
lenced: The citadel was very 
much damaged; feveral houfes in 
the city entirely demolifhed, and 
almoft every one, more or lefs 
hurt; and Maurepas gate, at the 
eaftermoft part of the city, fhat- 
tered: And ascrofs fires from the 
cannon and mortars of the befiegers 
ranged through the ftreets in every 
part of the city, and through the 
eneiny’s parades, whereby many 
Were kill’d, it drove the inhabi- 
tants out af their houfes into caf- 
Mates, and other cover’d holds, 
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where they were obliged to take 
refuge for fome weeks: And be- 
fides this, the fire from the grand 
battery annoyed the barracks of 
the ifiand battery. 

During this time the New Eng- 
land parties of fcouts fo thoroughly 
ranged the woods, that they {el- 
dom returned without bringing in 
fome prifoners ; which very much 
confined the enemy within their 
walls, who were conftantly wort- 
ted in all fkirmifhes, and repulfed 
in every fally, which they made, 
frequently by an inferior number of 
men, and with very little lofs apon 
thefe occafions fuftainea on the part 
of the New England men. 

On the 26th of May, after fome 
ineffectual preparations for making 
an attack upon the enemy’s ifland 
batterey, which is a ftrong fort 
built on arocky ifland, et the en- 
trance into the harbour, mounted 
with 30 cannon of 28 pound fhot, 
and having fome {wivels upon its 
breaft work, and two brafs 10 inch 
mortars, with 180 men, it was at 
night attempted by a party of 400 
men in boats; but from the 
ftrength of the place, and the ad- 
vantage which theenemy had by 
being under cover, and the aifai- 
lants expofed in open boats, the 
furf runaing high, the mea not 
being thoroughly acquainted with 
the beft place for landing, and the 
enemy befides (as is moft probable) 
being apprized of their defign, 
they were repulfed with the lois of 
having about fixty killed and 
drowned and one hundred and fix- 
teen taken prifoners; however {e- 
veval of them got within the ene- 
my’s battery and killed fome ot 
then. 

It being judged extremely dan- 
gerous for his majefty’s ihips to en- 
ter the harbour, till the enemy 
could be annoyed in that battery ; 
and thought after the laft attempt 
impraciicable 
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impracticable to reduce it by boats, 
it was determined to erect a batte- 
ry near the light-houfe oppofite to 
it, and at 3400 feet diftance from 
it; and the fame was by the 1ith 
of June, notwithftanding the al- 
moft infuperable difficulties, which 
attended the drawing of the can- 
non up a fteep bank and rock, 
raifed in fuch a manner, as not to 
be éxpofed tomore than four of 
the enemy’s cannon, and at the 
fame time to flankaline of above 
zo of their guns; and two 18 
pounders were on that day moun- 
ted, and began to play; by the 
14th of ‘fume four more cannon of 
18 pound fhot were added, and on 
the 15th a mortar of 13 inches was 
removed thither, out of Which 19 
bombs were thrown, 17 whereof 
fell within the ifland battery, and 
one of them upon the magazine of 
powder; and this, together with 
the fire from the cannon of the be- 
fiegers, which flanked the enemy’s 
cannon and line of barracks, fo 
annoy’d them, that they could not 
remain with fafety inany part of 
the fort. 

And now the grand battery be- 
ing inthe pofleflion of the New- 
England men, the iflahd battery 
(efteemed by the Frexch the palla- 
dium of Lowifbourg) fo much an- 
noyed from the light-houfe battery, 
that they could not entertain hopes 
of keeping it much longer; the 
north eait battery damaged, and 
fo much expofed tothe fire from 
the new advanced battery, that they 
could not ftand to their guns; the 
‘circular battery rained, and all its 
cannon but three difmounted; 
whereby the harbour was difarmed 
of all its principal batteries ; the 
weft gate of the city being demo- 
lifhed, and a breach made in the 
adjoining wall; the weft flank of 
the king’s bafton almoft deftroyed ; 
and maft of their other guns, which 
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had been mounted during the tig, 
of the fiege, being filenced ; al] 4; 
houfes and other buildings withi 
the city (fome of which were quite 
demolifh’d) fo damaged, thar by 
One among them was left unhur. 
the enemy extremely harrafied i 
their long confinement within the 
cafmates ; and their ftock of ap, 
munition being almott exhauted; 
Mr. Duchambon fenta flag of truce 
to the camp on the 16th day of 
June — afternoon, defiring tins 
to confider of articles of capitulat. 
on; which was accordingly gran. 
ed till next morniug, when the 
fent articles which were rejetted, 
and others propofed in their flead; 
and accepted by the enemy: And 
hoftages being exchanged on th 
fame day for the performance of 
the articles, on the day following 
being the 17th of June (49 days 
after the New-England men landed 
upon the ifland) the city was fu. 
rendered, and the garrifon, coni- 
fting of about 650 regular troops; 
and the inhabitants of the city, 
being about 1300 efteGive men; 
befides women and children, made 
prifoners by capitulation, with tht 
lofs of no more than 101 men kil. 
led by the enemy, and all other ac 
cidents from the time of their land- 
ing to the reduction of the place, 
with about 30 who died of Sick 
nefs; 

In the articles of capitulatiot 
propofed by Mr. Dichambon ¢ it 
was pfovided, that upon his fur- 
render of the ifland the inhabitants 
fhould have their option either 
tranfport themfelves and their mo- 
veables to France or Canada, or to 
remain in cape Breton, and enjof 
their eftates there with the free ex- 
ercife of their religion ; but formét 
experience of the mifchievous ¢f 
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feéts of the like indulgence to the 
inhabitants Of Nowa Stotia or Aca 
die by the treaty of Ufrecht, occafi- 
oned the latter part of the propofal 
to be rejefted, and they were only 
permitted, by the ratification of the 
articles finally concluded on, to 
tranfport themfelves and their ef- 
feéts either to France or Canada; but 
not to remain in the colony. 

Upon the furreader of Losislourg 
the inhabitants of the ifland o/ Sc. 
‘Fobu's made their fubmiffion, defir- 
ing to be included in the articles of 
capitulation granted to thofe of 
cape Breton, and dilivering hofta- 
ges forthe performance of them 
on their part, which was accord- 
ingly granted. 

During the fiege fome of the 
New England cruizers made a def- 
cent upon the ifland of St. Fobn’s 
in which they burnt fome houfes, 
and committed other ravages ; and 
parties of the befieges bedke up all 
“fhing fettlements at cape Breton ; 
and on the rgrh of May, the Vigi- 
lant, a French {Kip of war of 64 
guns, bound for Lowisbourg with 
ordnance ftores, fell in with the 
Mermaid of 40 guns, capt. Doug- 
lafs, who was cruizing at a finall 
diftance from Louiboarg, and by 
maintaining a running fight d-coy’d 
the French commander to foliow 
him till he got in among Mr. War - 
ren’s hips, who took him after an 
engagement of fome hours, in fight 
ofthe camp at Lowisbourg ; which 
cut off from the enemy all hopes 
of any fuccour, and gave great 
fpirit to the land forces in carrying 
on the fiege ; and on the 14th of 
June, it was determined by the 
general and commodore to make an 
attack by land and fea, as foon as 
his majefty’s fhips Suaderland and 
Canterbury, which were then daily 
expeted, fhould arrive; accord- 
ingly the next day all the wanfports 
Yyy 
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were ordered off take out the 
{pare mafts and yards, and 
other lumber of the men of war; 
and the foldters employ’d in gather- 
ing mofs to barricade their netting 

and 600 of them were put on board 
the king’s fhips at the commodore’s 
requeit to affift in the attack by fca; 
but the intended affauit was pre- 
vented by the French governot’s 
fending out a flag of truce, as is be« 
fore mentioned, on the 16th, and 
the furrender of the fortand batte- 
ries in the harbour the day follow- 
ing. 

The attempt againf Louisbourg 
not being yet known either in 
France, or any part of the We/-In- 
dies, the Engl/b, after they were 
in poffeffion of it, kept the French 
flag flying in the port for a decoy 
to the Frexch fhips bound thitker ; 
this had its effect in drawing feveral 
valuable prizes to it; particularly 
three homeward bound fhips from 
the South Sea and Ea Indies, hav- 
ing rich cargoes on board to the a 
mount of above 600,000 /. which 
were prevented from entering the 
harbour as they were making 1, by 
fome of Mr. Warren's {quadron 
then lying there, which juit went 
out to make captores of the French 
fhips before they could get in. 

Tt feems dubious, whecher the 
taking of thefe thips under fuch 
ci:cumflances was a Capture within 
the intent of the king’s proclamati- 
on, and intituled the captors to the 
benefit of them: If it was not, the 
fhips and their cargoes belonged of 
courfeto the public treafure; and, 
in {ach cafe, would of themfelves 
have more than doubly paid the 
nation’s expence in thereduction of 
the Ifland ; but this point not be- 
ing moved in the court of admi- 
ralty, where they were condemn- 
ed, the captures were treated as or- 
dinary captures at iea, and the 7 
au 
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and cargoes adjudged as prizes to 
the officers and crews of the fhips 
concerncd in taking them. 

Upan Mr. Davivier’s arrival in 
France the preceeding winter, and 
xeprefenting to the court of Verfal- 
Jvs the weak ftate, he left Nowa Sco- 
tia in, upon which commiffion, as 
has been obferved, Mr. Dugue/nal, 
the late* governor of cape Breton, 
had fentthim, it was determined to 
fit out an armament from Bref for 
the reduction of it; anda fquadron 
of feven fhips accordingly failed 
from thence for Axnapolis Royal, the 
begining of ‘fuly 174; ;- but upon 
gaining certain intelligence from a 
veflel, which they met in their paf- 
fage, thatthe Engle were in poffef- 
fion of Lowisbourg,and a ftrong {qua- 
cron there, they defifted from profe- 
Cuting their enteiprize againft Nova 
Scotia. 

The immediate confequences of 
the expedition were the recovering 
the poffeffion of the ifland of Canfo 
reftoring the Exgii/ cod fifhery, and 
breaking up that of the French; 
the capture of the greateft part of 
the French trade, which that year 
paffed through the t/antic ocean ; 
the freeing Nova Scotia of the at- 
tempts with which it had been con- 
tinually harraffed from Canada the 
year before, aud the prefervation 
of it againft the armament, which 
was fitted out from Bref in ‘Fuly fol- 
lowing. 

Soon after making this acquifiti- 
to his majetty’s American dominions, 
anew iccne of difiiculties opened 
in providing for the prefervation of 
it till the troops could be fent 
from Europe to garrifon it which 
was not done till the {pring fol- 
lowing. 

Much the greatef part of the 
New-England forces, e{pecially thofe 
ofthe Maefachufets Bay, were (as 
hath been obferved) farmers, who 
ewn'd valuable frecholds im the 


country, and entered into the fer. 
vice with an expectation of returp. 
ing home as foon as the fiege wa; 
ended, without confidering the ne. 
ceflity of ftaying to keep pofleffiog 
of Louishourg, till they could be te. 
lieved by other troops 5 that zeal 
and ardour, which made them the 
foremoft to engage in the expedtion, 
and encounter alldifficulties in mak. 
ing the conqueft, when that was 
made, fooner abated in them, than 
it Gidin thofe, who had no pio. 
perty in the country, and were on. 
ly mercenaries in the fervice; The 
thoughts that their hufbandry, buf. 
nefs and families were both {uffer. 
ing by their abfence, made them 
uneafy at being detained at Louis. 
bourg ; and this increafed by the in. 
ative garrifon duty, which {uc- 
ceeded the toils of the fiege, and a 
falt {corbutic diet (both which they 
had be unaccuftomed to) made them 
fickly, and foon grow into dilcon- 
tent ; which fpread fo much, that 
the General acquainted the Maf - 
chufets Goveruor, his prefence was 
neceflary to allay it; and, in the 
mean time, to pacify the great 
numbers, which daily prefled him 
for difcharges, referred them 
him, telling them that he had re- 
prefented their cafe to the Govern’, 
who only had power to difcharge 
them, and would come to Louisbourg 
in a fhort time ; and defiring them 
to ceafe their importanity for be- 
ing difmifled ony till his arrivai. 
Other calls likewife required the 
Governor's prefence at Louisbourg ; 
a notion that the captors were intit- 
led to the foil of the ifland had fo 
fix prevailed there, that Mr. Mar- 
ren, in his fuft lecter to him from 
thence after the reduction of it, de- 
fired his opinion upon that point. 
Tho’ this miftake was very pal- 
pable, as the expedition was at firlt 
ict on foot under a proclamauon of 
the kine’s governor, iffued by vit- 
tue

tue of his general authority received 
from the crown; carried on by of - 
fcers under his commiffon, iffued 
by the fame authority ; the foldiers 
jnlifted exprefsly into his majefty’s 
fervice for the expedition; both 
officers and men fubjeéted to courts 
martial ereéted by his governor up- 
on that occafion; and paid with 
the king’s money ; (for fuch was e- 
yery fum raifed to defray the ex- 
ence of the expedition, being gran- 
ted by act of affembly to his majef- 
ty for that fervice) all which was 
fignified tothe Commodore in anfwer 
tohis letter; yet fo ftrongly had 
the opinion been adopted, that it 
was fil entertained, and a day 
thought of for proceeding to make 
a diltribution of part of the conque- 
red lands among {uch of the officers 
and foldiers, as would engage to 
fettle upon them. 
It was evident how ill concerted 
a meafure this would prove, if in 
the end of the war his majefty 
fhould think fit to make a reftituti- 
on ofcape Breton to France; both 
on account of the difappointments 
it muft have occafion’d to thofe, 
who fhould have lands afligned 
them, and the public murmurs it 
might be attended with: A court 
of vice admiralty was likewife ap- 
pointed at Louisbourg (in derogation 
of the jurifdiction of his mayjefty’s 
high court of admiralty in Exg/and) 
tor the condemnation of the Freneb 
fhips and their cargoes ; and no- 
tice fent to the feveral Briti/h colo- 
nies upon the continent, that fale 
would be made of them under fuch 
condemnation ata time prefixed ; 
all which proceedings, if carried 
into execution, would probably 
have produced great confufion ; 
and it was therefore incumbent up- 
on the Governor, under whofe com- 
miflion this acquifition was made 
for his majefty, and to whom con- 
{equently the exercife of his majel- 
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ty’s government within the new co- 
lony appertained, until his majef- 
ty’s pleafure fhould be known, to 
ufe his utmoft endeavours to pre- 
vent or rectify. 

Another forcible reafon for the 
Governor's repairing to Lowishourg 
was ; the commodore had at frit 
taken and kept pofieflion of one or 
more of the land batteries, with 
his marines: and once taken the 
keys of the city gates into his cufto- 
dy, and interfer'd in the naval of- 
fice: Thefe acts, though gone into 
by him on the fudden, and but of 
a very thort continuance, were ag- 
gravated tothe Ma/fachufets aflem- 
bly by inflammatory reports from 
Louishourg ; and, together with o- 
ther fteps he had taken, which 
they conceived derogatory to the 
honour of the province in the late 
expedition, gave {uch umbrage, 
that they were urgent to the latt 
degree with the governor to pro- 
ceed dire&tly to Louishourg, and 
take the government of it upoa 
him ; promifing in his abfence to 
encourage and forward the raifing 
recruits for relieving the troops, 
which had been employed in the 
fiege; and to ufe every other mea- 
fure for fupporting the new con- 
queit from Soffon; all which, in 
the temper they were then thrown 
into, they would have been flack in 
doing, if the governor had not 
complied with tneir defire; and 
defides, the troops at Louishourg 
were impatient for his arrival 
there: Ie therefore determined to 
proceed thither in his majefty’s fhip 
He&or, which Mr. Warren had 
fent to Boffon for that purpofe, and 
waited for him. 

Before he embark’d, the com- 
manding officer of the Rhcae l/and 
troops, which were then juit raifed, 
arriv’d at Bofom with difpatches 
from the governor of that colony, 
acquaintigg him, that the troops 
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were ready, and he had fent the 
officer to him for his orders: This 
being an acceptable corps de re- 
ferve towards relieving the troops 
at Louifbourc, and, as it happened, 


more opportunely raifed than if 


they had affifted in the fiege, he 
ordered direétly thither. 

Upon the governor’s arrival at 
Lonishourg a general joy appeared 
in the troops, which was ftill 
heighten’d in the men by an expec- 
tation of having a fhort day fix’d 
for their being relieved; on the o- 
ther hand, the necefflity which the 
governor was under of difappoin- 
ting thefe hopes in a great meafure, 
was no {mall embarraflment to 
him: It was thougnt moft advitea- 
ble upon this occafion, that he 
fhould fpeak to every regiment fe- 
parately, and that regiment itpoke 
to firf, which was thought to be 
the leait difcontented; he obferved 
to them, “* that it was a moft un- 
“‘ reafonable notion, which he 
** heard fome had_ entertained, 
“‘ that the expedition was to end 
“* with the fiege and furrender of 
“© Louisbourg; that they had en- 
** tered into it, in orderto make a 
** conqueft (which to their great 
** honour they had happily effedct- 
** ed) for the fervice of their king 
** and country, not to abandon it 
** immediately after to the enemy : 
«« That for fecuring the benefit of 
** it, it was neceflary a fuflicient 
** number of them fhould keep 
¢* poffeffion till they cculd be re- 
- lieved by other troops, which he 
«* hoped would foon be done by 
«‘ fome ofhis majefly’s regiments 
“* from Europe; andin the mean 
* time, till they fhould arrive, re- 
** cruits Were raiiing in the colo- 
«* nies for the fame purpcfe; that 
** as faftas they were tranfported 
** to Loaisbourg the foldiers of the 
“ prefent garrifon fhould be fent 
{§ home; and that he fhoyld dif- 
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“‘ charge as many of them in pre. 
“« fent, as was confiftent with the 
‘* jafety of the place; that before 
‘© he left Boffon, he had taken care 
** to get their bounty enlarged, 
** and other votes of afiembly paf. 
*“‘ fed in their favour; and for 
“* thofe, whofe lot it fhould be tg 
* yemain in garrifon fome time 
** longer, noshing in his power 
‘* fiould be wanting for their eafe 
«© and comfort in that fituation ” 

, The regiment firft{poken to ex. 
prefled their fatisfaction in the af. 
furances given them, by the ufual 
acclamations on fuch  occafions; 
which example was followed by 
the reft; andtheir Jate uneafine(s 
fo greatly fubfided, that for five or - 
fix weeks they went through every 
part of their duty with great cheer- 
fulnefs and alacrity; particularly 
upon an alarm of a French {qua- 
dron’s having pafled by, fuppofed 
tu be deftined for Annapolis Royal, 
on which occafion 600  foldiers 
were wanted on board Mr. War- 
ren's {quadron, which was upon 
the point of failing to the bay of 
Funda in queft of it, that number 
entered as volunteers into the fer- 
vice, and came on board his fhips 
in 14 hours time. 

At the end of fix weeks an unea- 
finefs again broke out among them, 
and grew much higher than the 
former, towards raifing which ma- 
ny circumftances concurred. 

A Sicknefs, which fwept off in 
the whole 15 of 1600, daily in- 
creafed among them: The Ma/a- 
chufets troops, which made three 
fourths of the garrifon, had been 
difappointed in their expectations 
of feveral things from the affembly; 
the cloaths and woollens, they car- 
ried with them, were foon worn 
out in hard duty during the fieges 
and a fufficieut quantity was not [0 
be purchafed in the Ma/fachu/ets 
province for relieving their 7 
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pre. 


fore 
~are 
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diate wants, as the afiembly had 


undertaken to do, that they might 
, « them at the prime cofts; the

Late in the afzernoon before this 
delign was to be putin execution, 
information was given of it to the 

eno: ; whereupon two or three 
oi the ring-leaders were fecur’d, 
and the men off duty ordered into 
their barracks. 

In a council of war called upon 
this occation it was the unasimous 
opinion, that the pay of the Ma/a- 
chufets troops ought from that day 
to be raifed to the Conmetticut efta- 
biihment; that if the governor 
would give them an abfolute pro- 
mife, that that fhould be done, it 
would be fatisia¢tory to them ; but 
that if he proceeded no further 
than to affure them he would exert 
his beft endeavours with the affem- 
bly tohavetheir pay raifed, their 
prefent temper and difcontent were 
fuch, as that it would have no ef- 
fect upon the men. 

Orders were given the fame 
tight, that an extraordinary num- 
ber of officers fhould continually 
walk the rounds till morning ; and 
that the feveral regiments fhould be 
Very early drawn up at their re- 
feive alarm pofts for the gover- 
hor to {peak to them < Accordingly 
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¢ day following “ he promifed 
the Maffachufets troops, that 
their prefent pay of 255. per 
month of the new tenor Mafa- 
chufets currency, fhould from 
that day be raifed to 40 s. to all 
fach of them, as fhould be de- 
tained at Louishourg till {pring ; 
acquainted them that for provid. 
ing cloaths forthem, as far as 
was in his power, he had, two 
months before, defired the go- 
vernors of New York and Pennjy1- 
vania to procure for him what 
woollens they could at New York 
and Philadelphia upon his own 
bills, in addition to what the af- 
fembly fhould beable to buy up 
in Bofton ; that he had lately re- 
ceived advice that a very large 
quantity of woollens were fhipp’d 
tor himfrom Philadelphia, and 
that he expedted a fupply of 
cloaths of all kinds, and bedding 
for them would f{peedily arrive at 
Louisbourg ; that he had ordered 
the mufter-rolls of every compa- 
ny to be made up and each 
man’s account ftated ; and would 
take care upon his return to Bo/- 
ton, that whatever wasdueto as 
nv ofthem, fhould be forthwith 
paid to their refpective orders : 
And he informed the troops in 
gracral that he expected a con- 
iderable number of recruits were 
now upon their paffage to Louzs- 
bourg; that he would difcharge 
by the middle of Ofober as mae 
ny of thofe, who had ferv’d at 
the fiege as would reduce the 
arrifon to 2000; which num- 
Bes it was abfolutely neceffary he 
fhould retain during the winter 
tor the fecurity of the place; 
and he would befides permit 2 
number, not exceeding thirty, 
fuch as the army fhould pitch 
upon, to go to New England up- 
on furlow, in order to procure 
fach neceflanies or sees 
: . ** tor 
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*¢ forthem, as they fhould defire.” 

Upon thefe afflurancesthey were 
pacified, and no difcontent ap- 
peared afterwards among them 
during the whole time of their fer- 
vice at Louishourg. 

Soon after the governor’s com- 
ing to Louisbcsurg, all thoughtsof a 
diftribution of the conquered lands 
among the captors were lay’d alide; 
a ftop was put to the proceedings of 
the new court of vice admiralty, 
and intended fale of the French 
fhips and cargoes; all points were 
fettled to general fatisfaction, and 
and harmony fub{fifted the whole 
time between the Governor, Gene- 
ral, and Commodore; the latter of 
whofe condué with regard to the 
feveral points, upon which the 
Maffachufets aflembly had conceived 
fome difguft, the governor ftated in 
fo juft a light to them, that. upon 
his recommending a letter of 
thanks to be fent him by the gene- 
ral court for his public fervices, a 
vote was accordingly pafled for 
paying the compliments of the pro- 
vince to him, at the fame time that 
they voted the like to be fent to the 
general. 

The conqueft of cape Breton af- 
forded the Exglj/é great advantages 
for attempting the reduction of Ca- 
nada, as the pofleflion of it toge- 
ther with Nova Scotia, gave them 
the intire command of the gulf of 
St. Lawrence, and entrance into 
the river Canada; fo that they had 
jt then in their power to cut off 
Quebec, in which confifts the prin- 
cipal ftrength of the country, from 
receiving any fupport from France : 
Many other circumftances likewife 
concurred to favour an attempt a- 

ainft it the next year. 

It appeared from undoubted ac-

) England tor the reduction of Ca- 
wia, under the command of lieu. 
nant general St. Clair, to be at. 
mpted wath eight battalions of re- 
var forces in conjunction with 
ich troops, as could be raifed in 
ne foritin North Arica; to- 
ther with a fquadron of his ma- 
y's fhips under the command of 
ur admiral Warren. 

Upon this occafion the general 
a, which kad been concerted in 
gland for that fervice, was tranf- 
uted to te governor of the Ma/- 
bufets bay, with his mayefty’s or - 
's to him, that upon the arrival 
lieutenant general St. Clair at 
tusbourg he fhould proceed thither 
thfuch troops, as he was able to 
ie by that time within his own 
Wernment, in erder to confult 


with the general and adaiiral upon 
the. moft advifeabie {cheme for ef- 
fecting the, conquett of Canada ; 
and acquaiating him that in cafe 
they and he fhould think, that any 
other plan might be more praética- 

le, it would be left to them three 
to do, as they fhould think proper. 

By the pian fent from Exgland it 
was propofed that the troops to be 
raifed in the Maffactujets Bay, New 
Ham p/h ire, Connecticut, and Rhcde 
Vilanud Should rendezvous at Lowis- 


; 


bourg as {oon as poilible, and pro- 
ceed up the river St. Leavrence 
with his majeity’s thips and the re- 
gular troops to Queiec ; and thofe 
raifed in the colonics of Neav Joré, 
Penn[ylwania, Maryland and Virgi- 
nia fhould rendezvous at A/Lan;, in 
order to proceed fiom thence acrofs 
the country by land to Montreal, as 
foon as they dhould receive intelli- 
gence that his majeity’s fhips had 
entered the river St. Lawrence, and 
form the fiege of that piace. 

As to the particular number of 
men to be raifed in any of the pro- 
vinces, that was not limited by his 
majeity ; but it was fignified in his 
initructions to his governors, that 
his majefty hoped the troops, 
which thouid be raifed in the feve- 
ral colonies, would amount in the 
while to at leaft 5000. 


Whilft preparations were making 
in England and the Brit colonies 
in North America tor profecuting 
this enterprize, the Freach were 
employed in fitting out an arma- 
ment from Bref andthe Weft In- 
dies, which, in conjuncticn with a 
body of land forces to be raifed in 
Canada, was deftined for the reduc- 
tion of Nova Scotia. 


The quota’sof troops raifed in 
the feveral colonies concerned in 
the expeditien againft Canada were 
as foliows; the Mafachufers Bay, 

which 
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which is ever the * leading pro- 
vince in all enterprizes for his ma- 
jefty’s fervice and the common 
caufe, fet the firft example upon 
this important occafion ; and not- 
withftanding it had loft near z000 
of its fighting men in the fervice of 
the preceding year, granted a 
bounty for encouraging the inlifting 
of 3500, with fuch a ium as thould 
be neceffary for defraying the e.- 
pence of tranfports and provifions 
for them : A bounty was given by 
the province of New York for enlift- 
ing 1600, by the colony of Cexnec- 
ticut for 1000; by New Hampfhire 
for 500; by Rhode Ilana for 300; 
by the New Terfies for 500 ; by 
Mar;land for 300; by Virginia for 
100; and 400 men were raifed in 
Pennfylvania; amounting “in the 
whole to 8200, exclulive of the 
four independent eompanies of 
New York, whofe compiement is 
10o men each. 


The packet that brought his ma- 
jefty’s orders to the feveral govern- 
ments onthis head, did hot arrive 
at Boffon till the end of May, and 
towards the end of Fuly the New 
Exgland forces and thofe of moft of 
the fouthern governments were 
compleated. But the armament 
from Exgland, thatwas to proceed 
up the river St. Lawrence was not 
yet arrived.

Scctia fhould arrive in the bay o 
Funda ; in expe€tation cf which he 
proceeded to the diftrict of Annapin 
dis river, and encamped within one 
mile and an half of the fort. 
The Mafachufets governor, upot 
receiving intelligence from Mz 
Mafearene of Mr. deRamfey’s mo- 
tions, determined to fend 1500 « 
the Mafachu/ets troops to Annapelit 
Royas, to prevent the execution 0 
his defigns, the remainder of them 
being theri deftined to make an ¢ 
tempt againft the French fort @ 
Crown-Point, in conjunction wii 
thofe of New-York and the fouthe 
governments ; and ordered (000 
them to be ferchwith embarked 
admiral Warren, who was then 4 
Boflor, ordered at the fame time bi 
majeity’s thio Chefer from thene 
to reinforce the fhips in Annapi 
harbour. The Chefer arrived i0 
few davs at Annapolis, and 400 ° 
the New» England torces foon ait: 
Abot 
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About the fame time Mr. Cox- 


flans arrived before Chebudo (now 


Halifax) with four capital fhips from 
cape Francois under orders to join 
D’Anville; but after cruizing there 
fome Days without hearing ofany 
of his fquadron, and imagining 
that the deftination of it was alter- 
ed, quitted the coaft: Notice of 
the appearance of thefe fhips was 
foon brought to Beflon by Fither- 
men off thofe banks; butas they 
difappeared fo foon, the alarm, 
they occafion'd, lafted not loug. 

Some days after the departure of 
Mr. Conflans, duke D’ Anville ar- 
rived in Chebu&o harbour with a 
few fhips, after a tempeftuous paf- 
fage, which had difpetted his {qua- 
dron at fea; and not finding any of 
the reft there was fo mych affected 
with that and other difafters of his 
voyage, that he deftroyed hjmfelf 
in two or three days,and was buried 
privately upon a {mall ifland in the 
harbour: ‘The remainder of the 
French fhips except one of two, 
which were loft upon their paflage, 
arrived by degrees at Chebudo, a 
few days after, in a fhattered con- 
dition, with the men in a_ ver 
fickly ftate ; the number of thet 
fhips was fo large, and their force 
fo great, that they had the appea- 
tance of a very formidable arma- 
ment, and gave a general alarm a- 
long the whole coaftas far weft- 
ward as New York: A vifit being 
daily expected from them at Boffon, 
the governor, within three days, 
drew 8 or 10,000 of the militia of 
the provinee thither to oppofe the 
khding of troops. 

An Engl admiral then lay in 
Lowisbourg harbour with feven of 
his majefty’s hips of the line well 
appointed and ftrongly mann’d; 
and at the fame time tae arrival of 
admiral Leflock with the Engli/o 
{yuadron and armament from Eng- 
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the river 5¢. Lawrence in the expe- 
dition of Canada, was daily expec- 
ted onthe coaft; the Maffachu/ets 
governor therefore, to give the for- 
mer of thefe admirals the beft intel- 
ligence, that could be obtained of 
the ftrength of the French {quadron, 
fenta {mall fchooner to reconnoitre 
it in Chebudio harbour, and carry 
him a diftiné account of it ; which 
was executed ; and from the cor- 
dition, in which it was found, i¢ 
was thought by the bef judges, 
that the fhips, which the Engiifb 
admiral had with him at laadery 
were of fufficient force to have at- 
tacked and deftroyed the French 
fhips in Chebudo ; which he was 
much prefled toattempt by a fea 
commander of great diflinétion, 
then governor of cape Breton ;-and 
at the fame time the Ma/lachu/ets 
governor fent three {mall veflels to 
cruize on feveral parts of the coat, 
in order to fall in with admiral Le- 
tock’s{quadron, which was ftill ex- 
pected in America, to give him in- 
formation of the French thips, and 
pilot him into Chebufo; which 
muft have fecured the atter de- 
firuétion of the French {quadron, 

In the beginning of Nowember 
Mr. La Fonguiere, who fucceeded 
dake d@’ Anvil ein his command at 
Chebu&o, after having {pent about 
8 weeks in the harbour there, fet 
fail, fteering hiscourfe forthe bay 
of Funda; and upon his making 
Cape Sable, an exceffive hard gale 
drove him off the coatt and difpers’d 
his flect. 

Thus ended this expedition of 
the mof formidable armament, 
that was ever fitted out againft the 
coaft of North America, and which, 
including the four capital fhips Mr. 
Conflans brought from cape Fr n- 
cois, Was computed to confit of 


near half the naval force of France : 


To compleat their feries of cataf. 
trophes, iome of them were loft, 
22 and 
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and others taken in their retura 
home; and another mifchievous 
effect of their expedition was, that 
Mr. La Fonquiere, by his prefents 
of the cloaths ofthe feamen and 
Pca who died oe board his 
fhips of a contagious diftemper, to 
the cape Sable Levens inthe French 
intereft, communicated the infec- 
tion, and deftroy’d near two-thirds 
of them. 

In the mean time, the attempt a- 
againit Crown-Point was proceed. 
ing but flowly at Albany. It was 
conducted by Mr. Clinton governor 
of New-York, who met with many 
difficulties, efpecially in managin 
the Jndians of the fix nations, wit 
whom he-had but little confidence. 
Thé battoes, however, were pro- 
vided for tranfporting the men, ar- 
tillery and ftores acrois lake Cham 
plain (now lake George ), Ordnance 
ftores and provifions were fent from 
Bolton, and a train of arti!lery from 
New-York to the fort at Saratoga, 
and by the middle of Ofober 1500 
of the Mafachufets, troops were on 
their march from Albany, to join 
thofe of the foathern governments. 

However, the general alarm oc- 
cafioned by the appearance of duke 
D’ Anville’s {qaadron nad fafpended 
the profecation of the attempt till 
it was judged too late by a ma- 
jority of the colonies concerned, 
and at laft wholly laid afide thro 
a difanion of councils. 

In the winter following a body of 
men, from New-Eng.and alfo made 
an unfuccefsful attempt upon Mj- 
nas, and returned with the lofs of 
about 100 men, and being cbliged 
to agree not to take "P arms in any 
part of Newa-Scotia for the term of 
one yea™. Itis faid however that 
they killed about 160 French and 
Canadians in this affair, which hap- 
pened at Grand Pre the chief town 
in the diflnd of Minas, 
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The New-England Tien bein

thus — to retire, Mr. La Corr 


quitted nas in a few days, leay. 
ing the command of a finall party 
there with an inferior officer. 

Upon gaining this advantage Mr, 
D’ Ramfay fent declarations to the 
French inhabitants in the name of 
the Governor of Canada, which werg 
publickly pofted up, requir. 
ing them to take up arms, when. 
ever they fhould be call’d upon by 
him, againft the Exgii/2, on pain 
of death, having their houfes burar, 
and their eftates confifcated; and 
with thefe he publith’d the bithop 
of Quebec’s declaration, pronounc- 
ing them abfolv’d from their for- 
mer oaths of fidelity to the king of 
Great Britain; On the other hand 
the Governor of the Maffachyets 
Bay, to cut off all pretenfions of a 
right of conqueft to the diftri& of 
Minds, which might be grounded 
on the capitulation at Grand Pre, 
recommended it to lieutenant gover. 
nor Mafcarene to fend there wha 
troops he could fpare out of the 
garrifon, who were not reftrained 
by the late capitulation from bear- 
ing arms, to repoffe(s themfelves 
of the diftri& of Minas, and bring 
as many of the Fremc+ deputies a 
they could to Annapolis Royal to re- 
new their oaths of fidelity to his 
majefty. 

Accordingly, foon after Mr. 
Ma/fcarene fent out a party of ran- 
gers with orders to land at Grand 
tre; purfuantto which the com- 
manding officers landed there and 
furprized fome of the inhabitants, 
who informed him that the Cana 
dians apprehending that another 
defeent might be made upon them 


from Annapolis by a freth party of 


troops, and notthinking themfelves 
fafe at at Minas, had abaridon’d it 
and marched back to Schiegnedlo; 
which the officer upon entering the 


the body of the town found ays 
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d after taking poffeffion of the 
oiftri@ by ereGiing an Eos? ftand- 
ard upon the guard-hou e, &é. and 
feizing fuch of the deputies and in- 
habitants, as he thought moft pro- 
per to carry to AnnaptliseRoyal, xe- 
turned thither. 

Soon after this, Mr. De Ram/ay 
evacuated the province ofall his 
troops, and returned with them to 
Canada; and the province, being 
thus cleared of the Canadians, re- 
mained quiet from any attempts of 
the French, during the remainder 
of the war. 

In September 1747, the Governor 
of the Maffachufets Bay received his 


. majefty’s orders, fignifying his roy- 


al approbation of the preparations, 
he had made for the intended ex- 
pedition againft Canada, and di- 
refting him in -conjunétion with 
Aimiral Knowles, then governor of 
cape Breton, to difband the Ameri- 
can troops rais’d for that fervice, 
retaining fuch a number of them 
as they fhould judge neceffary for 
the protetion of Nowa-Scotia ; to 
collet and liquidate tHe accounts 


ofthe expence incurred by the fe- - 


veral governments on acount of the 
expedition, and tranfmit them to be 
laid before his majefty. 

Purfuant to the former part of 


| thefe orders Mr. Knowles and he 


retained 6 companies of 70 men 
each for the defence of Nowa-Scotia, 
and itappearing neceflary for the 
prote€tion of the province that 
fome fhips of war fhould be fta- 
tioned at my Royal, the Go- 
wernar of the Maffachujfets Bay fent 
the Mafachufets frigate, the pro- 
vince guard-fhip of zo carriage guns 
upon that fervice. 

Upon this occafion Mr. Ma/fa- 
rene, whofe fingular prudence and 
vigilance omitted no oppostunity of 
Yeminding the Acadians of their 
doy, an exhorting them to con- 
{ult their own'Intereft by their fi- 
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delity to the king’s government, 
wrote the following letter to the 
deputies of the three diftridts. 

“ Meflieurs, 


“ Though I am much preffed 


.“* and embarraffed with bufinefs, 


** T will not however let this op- 


portunity flip without writing to 
you, lett fome ill intention’d per- 
fons fhould have room to fpread 
“* falfe reports among you, which 
“* might occafion you fome trou. 
* ble 

“© Mr, Shirley has received from 
court exprefs orders to watch 
over the fafety of this province, 
and to employ all the means and 
all the forces that his excellency 
thal] judge neceffary, bur always 
with the difpofitions conforma- 
“* ble to the affurances the jnhabi- 
“* tants have received, that whilk 
** they fhall behave themfelves as 
** good fubjects to his Britahnick 
** majefty (as they are bound to ‘it 
** by their oath) they fhall be treat- 
** ed as his majefty’s own patural 
** {ubjeéts; in confequence of 
** thefe orders there is arrived here 
** a 20 gun fhip, and we expett 
“* another foon with tranfports and 
“* troops befides thofe already ar- 
** rived; this is what I thought, I 
** ought to let you know, and to 
** join my exhortations that yeu 
** may behave in fuch a manner as 
** is convenient for your reaping 
** the benefit ofthe good difpofi- 
** tions, his majefty has towards 
** you, to which you will always 
‘* find me ready to contribute as 
“* much as isin my power, and 
* you will give me occafion by 
** your good deportment to do.” 

. “ Tam, &c.” 
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The Mafachufets Governor had 
the care of the government of Nova 
Scotia in a great meafure committed 
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to him during the war; and his 
majefty having approved of his pro- 
ceedings for preferving the Acadians 
in their allegiance, and preventing 
them from revolting to the French, 
was pleafed to ratify all the pro- 
mifea and declarations Mr. Shirley 
had made them, and authorize him 
to iffue a declaration in his name 
tothem, to affure them of his per- 
formance of what he had promifed 
them, and to add fuch other mat- 
ters therein as Mr. Shirky fhould 
think moft conducive to his ma- 
jefty’s fervice in that province. 

In the fame year the Maffachufets 
Governor received his majefty’s or- 
ders to form a plan of civil govern- 
ment for the province of Nova Sco. 
tia, and to draw up fuch a fcheme 
for fortifying it, as he judg’d was 
requifite for putting it into a ftate of 
fecurity ; andto tranfmit them to 
the fecretary of ftate’s office to be 
laid before his majefty. 

The inhabitants of Schiegnefo 
had ever fince the treaty of Usrecht 
diflinguifhed themfelves above thofe 
of the other two diftris of Nova 
Scotia, by a refraétory behavioyr 
towards his majefty’s government ; 
in which they were encouraged by 
their remote diftance from Anne- 
felis Royal, and conftant intercourfe 


with the Frezch of Canada, and. 


were now become juftly fufpetted 
and dangerous to the fafety of it. 
The Mafacbulets Governor there- 
fore, in his plan for fortifying the 
province propofed that this dittrict, 
which lay moft expofed to the fud- 
den attacks of the French, and the 
furthet from being fuccour’d in 
cafe of an affault fhculd be fecur- 
ed as foon as might be, by a ftrong 
fortrefs upon the ifthmus, capable 
of halding alarge garrifon, to be 
built npon the {fpot, where the 


French afterwards built Beau Sejour ; 


and the whole ifihmus between the 
bafin of Schiegnecio and bay Verte 
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fecured with a Line of blockshoujg 
placed at convenient diftances ; an) 
that the inhabitants of the dittrig 
fhould be removed either to fom, 
parts of the province more 

the infpection and check of his mg. 
jefty’s governor at Annapolis Royal. 
or into iome other of his majefty; 
colonies, where they fhould hay 
equivalent lands given them; anj 
that proteftant fettlers, whofe fide. 
lity and attachment to his majefty’ 
government might be depended on, 
ihould be tran{planted to Schignesy 
in their room ; which was notdif. 
approv’d of. 

Tt will be difficult to ftrike the 
line between the ratification of the 
treaty of Aix Ja Chapelle, in which 
it was flipulated, that the contr. 
verted limits of this province fhuuld 
be determined by commiffaries ap. 
pointed on the part of Great Britair 
and Frame, and the French's fer. 
ing feveral parts of the county 
which were in difpute. 

No fooner was the treaty con 
cluded, than they fent a party ia- 
to St. Fohn’s river to take pollefiion 
of it; and their incroachment 
grew fo faft in every part of the 
peninfula, that after the narrow 
efcapes and fignal deliverances, it 
had during the war, if providenc:

Account of Dr. Florence Hanfey. 


LORENCE HANSEY, M. D. 

Was brought to trial at the 

court of king’s bench in Wef- 
minher-Haill, on an indiiment for 
high treafon, beforethe lord chief 
jottice Mansfield, and judges Denni- 
jon, Foher, and Wilmot: The 
council for the crown were the at- 
torney and follicitor-general, fir 
Richard Lloyd, Mr: Norton, Mr. 
Parratt, Mr. Gould, and Mr. fers 
jeant Pool he counfel tor the 
prifoner were Mr. Moreton, and 
the hon. Mr. Howard. 

Several of his letters were pro- 
duced on evidence againft him, in 
one of which he (ollicits employ. 
ment from a fellow-ftudent at Ley- 
don, who is promoted in France, 
and profeffes great regard for the 
Freach nation, offering his beft fer- 
vices not only from intereft but in- 
inclination. 

In the courfe of the triad it ap- 
peared, that foon afterthe declara- 
tion of war in 1756, he became 2 
penfioner to France, and agreed, 
for 100 guineas a year, to give the 
beft intelligence he could of the 
ftate of affairs in this kingdom, 
But a difference afterwards arifing 
about his falary, which he repres 
fented as too fmall, and as an ar- 
gument in his favour faid he be- 
longed toa club in the Strand (from 
which he could gain great intelli- 
gence) at which they always drank 
French wine at dinner: The cerre- 
{pondence appears to have been 
fome time. Fifcontinued ; but in 


Jatuaty 1757, it was agreed, that 
the 
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the doctor fhonld receive 25 gui- 
neas a month, on condition of fen 
ding intelligence every poft, but to 
forfeit a guinea for every omiflion ; 
he received however no more than 
one monthly payment, and they 
gave for reafon, that his intelli- 
gence was nothing bat extiatts 
from the news-papers. _ 

The plan for carrying on this 
correfpondence was the following : 
The Dr. wrote a common letter 
with ink, and between cach linethe 
fecrets of England in lemon juice. 
This was incloled under three or 
four different covers, diredied to 
different perfons, in the fecret, 
who conveyed them from one hand 
to another, till the firft inclofed 
came to the principal for whom it 
was defigned. Hehad a brother 
who is a jefuit, and was chaplain 
and fecretary to the Spanifh am- 
baflador at the Hague, from whom 
our refident at that court gained a 
knowledge of fome fecrets relatin 
to England, even before he had 
received any account thereof from 
his owncourt. This put him upon 
enquiry, and he foon learnt that 
the fecretary had a brother, a phy- 
fician in London, from whom pofii- 
bly he might get his intelligence ; 
fufpicion being thus raifed, the Dr. 
was watch’d, and zg of his letters 
ftopt. 

Pies thefe letters it appeared, 
that he gave the French the firft ac- 
count of Adm. Bofcawen’s {failing 
to North America, and of the tak- 
ing the Acide and Lys, with every 
minute circumftance relating to it, 
and from that time, of the {failing 
of every feet, and its deftination ; 
and was fo minute as to give an ac- 
count even of the launching of a 
man of war; healfo gave an ac- 
count of all difficulties relating to 
taifing money; and particularly 
defcribed the fecret expedition in 
1757, alluring them, it Was inten. 
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ded againft Rochfort or Bref 
gave his opinion for the {, 
And in one of his letters he s.

from an unknown hand. 

To bis Grace the Duke of Mam 
rough, with care and fpets.

S ceremony is ans idle 0 
A upon moft eccafions, ™ 
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ially to perfons in my ftate of 
ene, 1 thall proceed immediately 
to acquaint you, with the motive 
and end, of addrefling this epiltle 
to you, which isequally interefting 
to us both: You are to know then, 
that my prefent fituation in life, is 
fuch, that I fhould prefer annihila- 
tion, to a continuance in it: Def- 
perate difeafes require defperate re- 
medies, and you are the man I 
have pitched upon, cither to make 
me, or to unmake yourfelf. As I 
never had the honour to live a- 
mong the great, the tenour of my 
ropofals, will not be very courtly, 
bat letthat be an argument to en- 
force a belief, of whatI am now 
going to write. It has employed 
my invention for fome time, to 
find out a method to delftroy an- 
other, without expoueg my own 
life, that 1 have accomplifhed, and 


defy the law ; now for the applica- . 


tion of it. I am defperate and 
muft be provided for ; you have it 
in your power ; itis my bufinefs to 
make it yoar inclination to ferve 
me; which you muft determine to 
comply with, by procuring me a 
genteel fupport, for my life, or 
your own will be ata period, be- 
fore this feffion of parliament is o- 
ver: I have more motives, than 
one, for fingling you out fir, up-

You will apprehend that I mean 
you fhould be alone, and depend 
upon it thata difcovery of any arti- 
fice in this affair will be fatal to 
you, my fafety is infured by my fi- 
lence, for confeffion only can con- 
cemn me. 


In confequence of this letter, his 
Grace went tothe place appointed 
at 100’clockon the Sunday mor- 
ning: He wason horfeback, had 
piftols before him, andas he was 
without a great coat, his ftar was 
eaiily to be feen. He was without 
any attendant, but had afriend in 
the park, whokept at fuch a dif- 
tance as fcarce to be noticed.

This letter, by the expreffion 
« You will /ee me again foon, as it 
were by accident,” feems to inti- 
mate, that the writer had not only 
feen the Duke, but thatthe Duke 
had feen the writer, fo as to know 
and remember him; for how elte 
could his Grace fee him as it were 
by accident, fo as tonote him, and 
find out whither he went? 

His Grace, however did not fee 
either the perfon he had feen be- 
fore, or any other perfon, whoin 
he had the Icaft reafon to fuppofe to 
be the writer of the letters; but a- 
bout two months afterwards he re- 
ceived the following letter, as from 
another hand. 

To his Grace the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough. 

May it pleafe your Grace 

Have reafon to believe that the 

fon of one Bernard a furveyor in 
Abingdon Buildings Weftminfler is ac- 
quainted with fome fecrets that 
nearly concern your fafety; his fa- 
ther is now out of town which will 
give you an opportunity of quef- 
toning him more privately, It 
would be ufelefs to your grace as 
well as dangerous to me to appeat 
more publickly in this affair. 

Your fincere friend, 
ANONYMOUS. 

He frequently goes to Storey’s-Gate 
coffee-hou/e. 

‘About ten days after the receipt 
ofthis letter, the Duke fent a per- 
fon, whofe name is Merrick, to 
Storey’s-Gate coffee-houfe, to ceil 
Mr. Barnard, that the Duke de- 


fired to fpeak with him. The Aaaaz 


‘pearance of fear. 
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meflage was delivered to Mr. Bar- 
nard on Tus/daythe 25th of April in 
the evening, and he fent word by 
the meflenger, Mr. Merrick, that 
he would wait upon his grace on 
the Tur/dey morning following, at 
half an hour after ten. 

On Yhurfday morning at the time 
appointed he went, andthe Duke, 
who inftantly knew him to be the 
perfon he had feen befcre in the 
Park andthe Abbey, took him into 
a room, and fhut the door. He 
then afked him, as he had done at 
their former meetings, whether he 
had any thing to fay to him? And 
he faid, he had nothing to fay. 
The Duke then recapitulated all 
the letters, beginning with the firft, 
and Sarnardliitened with attention 
and {furprize, but without any ap- 
The Duke ob- 
ferved, that it feemed to hm a 
ftrange thing to find fuch letters as 
thefe written with the correétnefs of 
a fcholar; to which Barnard re- 
‘ites That aman might be very 
earned and very poor: To which 
he might have added, that he 
might be very daring and very 
wicked. The Duke then thewed 
him the 4th letter, in which his 
name was mentioned ; upen which 
Barnara {aid ** It is very odd ; my 
father was then out of town.” 
This fpeech the Duke thought re- 
markable, becaufe tho’ Barnard 
faid his father was then out of 
town, the letter was without a 
date. The Duke then told him, 
that if he was innocent, it behov’d 
him, more than his Grace, to dif- 
cover the writers of the letters, ef- 
pecially the lait; upon which he 
gave the Duke a imile, and went 
away. 

How thefe circumftances came to 
the knowledge of Mr. Fielding, 
does nota pear; but Fielding foon 
after took Mr. Barnard into cutfto- 
dy, and he was tried the lait fef- 
fions

fions at the Old Bailey, for fending 
a threatening letter, contrary to the 
ftatute. 

In the account of the tryal, as it 
is printed in the Sefions Paper, 
there is no mention of any evi- 
dence, to prove the letters to be 
Mr. Barnard’s hand-writing, nor 
indeed any evidence to prove that 
he was the writer of them, but his 
being in Hyde-Park and in the 4d- 
bey at the times when the writers of 
the firft and fecond letters appoin- 
ted the Duke to meet him there. 

It being, however, incumbent 
on Mr. bare to fhew how he 
came to be at thefe places at thofe 
particular times, he proved at the 
feflions at the O/d Bailey, that on 
Sunday morning mentioned in the 
firft letter to the Duke, his father 
ordered him to goto Kenfington to 
the follicitor of the turnpike to 
know whether che treafurer of the 
turnpike had not paid fome money 
for his ufe: That, in confequence 
of this order he did go to Kenfington, 
faw the folicitor of the turnpikes 
there, dined afterwards with his 
uncle, at his houfe at Kenfington, in 
company with feveral other pere 
fons, to whom he related the parti- 
culars of the Duke’s coming up to 
him in Hyde Park, and atking if he 
had any thing to fay to him. 
This is atteited by Barzardthe fa- 
ther, who gave him orders to go to 
Kenfington, by the perfon to whom 
he went, by his uncle with whom 
he dined, and feveral others that 
were at the fame table. 

As to his being in the Adbédey, he 
proved that Mr. Fames Greenwood, 
a relation, a brewer in Deptford, 
being at breakfaft with him, on the 
Sunday mentioned in the 2d letter, 
at his father’s, where he had lain 
the night before, defired him to get 
himfelf dreffed, and go with kim 
into the Park: That he did not 
comply till afier much foilicitation 
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and that when they came to the 
end of Henry the VIIth’s chapel 
Mr. Barnard would have gone in 
to the Park, without going thro’ 
the Abbey, if Mr. Greenawocd had 
not infifted on the contrary, as he 
had never feen Gen. Hargrazy’; 
monument, This Mr. Greenaues 
was that good looking man whom 
the Duke fays hefaw come int 
the Abbey with Mr. Barnard. As 
Barnard had told Greenwood the 
flrange circumftance of the Duke’; 
fpeaking to him in the Par} 
Greenwood, as foon as he faw the 
Duke, whom he knew, told By. 
nard who he was; for Barnarj 
being very near fighted had no 
feen him, and if he had, would 
not have known him. Mr, Greco. 
awcod obferving the Duke to come 
up to him, and pafs him feveral 
times, fuppofed he had a mind to 
{peak to Mr. Barnard, but would 
not do it till he was alone, and for 
that reafon he left him and went 
into the choir. Thefe fatts are at. 
tefted by Mr, Greenawood, the only 
perion to whom they could be 
nown, and it fhould be obferved, 
that Mr. Barnard could not ap- 
point a meeting on thefe days, ia 
confequence of his having bufinefs 
which at thofe times would call 
him to the places mentioned, be- 
baufe he did not know of his going 
either to the Park or the Abbey tl 
the very day on which he went. 
Mr. Barnard alfo proved, by 
unexceptionable witnefles, that be 
mentioned the ftrange circumftas- 
ces of the Duke’s meeting an 
fpeaking to him both in the Pat, 
and in the Abbey, among his 
friends and acquaintance, 0 
on the. day when they happened, 
and very frequently afterwards: 
That his father is eftablifhed in 4 
very reputable and profitable buli- 
nefs, im which his fon is likely ® 
{ucceed him, being extremely 


pable 
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shle of the employment, and ve- 
» diligent in it. It is alfo proved 
‘. feveral perfons of the highett 
harater, particularly Dr. Maré- 
ham, the prefent worthy matter of 
’sAminifier {chool, that he .s in 
lentiful ¢ircumftances, very far 
;om being in any exigency which 
night urge bim to obtain money at 
ucha rifk, not only of his reputa- 
ion but his fife; that his conduct 
bas been always irreproachable ; 

d his fidelity often tried. 

The fourth letter ftill remains an 
nicrutable myftery. No man 
ould imaginefrom what Mr. Bar- 
ord had iaid, from time to time, 
oncerning the duke’s behaviour to 
him, that e was acquainted with 
yme fecrets which nearly concerned kis 
ract’s fafety, and why any perfon 
ho might hear that the Duke had 
eceived threatning letters, without 
nowing from whom, fhould men- 
jon Mr. Barnard cannoteafily be 
puefled : ‘The only conjecture that 
ems probable, ifon fuch an oc- 

on a conjecture may be allow’d, 

that fome officious perfon, who 
lad received fome flight informa- 
ion of the Duke,s bufinefs at the 
Abbey, and obferved him fpeak to 

t. Barnard, might watch him 
home, and taking for granted that 
fhe fhould, in confequence of this 
formation, be detetted in any e- 
il defign, the informer whenever 
te fhould think fit to reveal him- 
if, would be rewarded, might be 
nduced to make the information at 
a Venture, and conceal himfelf till 
le event fhould be known. 

As tothe Duke, he appears to 
lave acted withthe utmoft tender- 
tes and generofity through the 
whole affair, to have undertaken 
te profecution purely from public’ 
principles, and to have been more 
tclirous that the prifoner fhould 
Ppeat innocent than guilty,

fome articles in his praétical farmer 
even verbatim. I don’t mention 
this to derogate from the merits of 
that worthy countryman. He has 
certainly deferved well of the pu- 
blicby his communications & was 
perhaps the fir to bring fo ufeful 
an engine into practice, forthe a- 
bove author does not mention it as 
an inftrument that had been tried, 
but rather propofes it as feafible. 
My view, therefore, in this is to 
point out tothe publick where a 
defcription of itis to be found ; 
and as there are doubtlefs in Ameri- 
ca many perfons ascapableof con- 
ftruéting fuch a machine from that 
defcription as Mr, Edis, it might 
induce fome ingenious farmer or 
mechanic to make the trial without 

aiting for a model from England. 

My edition of that book is in the 

year 1704, and asi know it was 

out 
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eut of print about ten years ago it 
may perhaps be very fcarce here in 
America for which reafon Ihave in- 
clofed a tranfcript of the directions 
from thence, which if you judge 
proper you may infertin your ma- 
gazine. It is as follows 

A jetting Engine for Grain from Dic- 

tionar. Ruftic. Se. 

Not to multiply the number of 
‘nitruments fays the author, that 
fall difperfe grain or pulfe of what 
kind foever, atany diftance or in 
any proportion defign’d, and that 
with great expedition and very lit- 
tle extraordinary charge or hazard, 
the following defcription gives the 
eafieft and molt feafible of any for 
that purpofe. 

Let a frame of timber, of about 
three inches fquare, be made, 
whofe breadth muft be about two 
feet, the height about 18 inches, 
and the length about four feet more 
or lefs as you pleafe. This frame 
you are to place on two pair of or- 
dinary wheels, like plow-wheels, 
whofe diameter may be about 18 
or zoinches, The axle-tree of the 
two foremoft mult be fixed like the 
fore-wheels of a waggon to move 
to either fide.. The hindermoft ax- 
le-tree muft be of iron and fquare in 
the middle and muft be fixed firm 
in the center of the wheels, that 
the axle,and wheels may turn toge- 
ther. Then inthe bottom of the 
frame towards the middle of it muft 
be placed an inftrument ot iron, or 
of wood pointed with iron like uato 
acoultar, but more {preading at 
bottom in the nature of a fhear, 
This muft be made faf, but fo as 
to be fet higher or. lower accord- 
ing as you would have the furrow 
im depth, and the breadth of it 
muft be according to the width in- 

nded. Over'this coultar muft be 
fixed the hopper whofe neck or pipe 
moft be tapering, and muft extend 
almoft to the ground and be juft 
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behind the coultar, to deliver 
grain immediatey as the ground j 
openeds and before any earth { 
in, fothat what earth may aftr, 
wards fall in, may fall on the grain 
This hopper may contain the Quan. 
tity intended for an acre, and in

row, a little broad at the end, 
Mi ict a flope te force whe earth on 
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the grain. Any fortof grain or 
pulfe, by this method of fowing, 
may be faved one half and in jome 
places more, the fame being nei- 
ther forced too deep, nor too fhal- 
.bow, nor yet in cJufters, but even e- 
very way, and that in the very 
middle or convenient depth of the 
mould, having the ftrengtn of the 
land both below and above. the 
root. The grain or pulfe, by this 
way of fowing, may alfo be covered 
with any richcompolt prepar’d for 
that purpofe, fuch as dry granulat- 
ed pigeons or hen’s dung,or any’o- 
ther faline fubftance; and this may 
be done by having either another 
hopper behind that for grain, that 
the compoft may diop fucceflively 
after it and upon it; or elfe by an- 
other inftrument of the fame kind 
to follow the former to difperfe the 
compoft and cover with earth both 
it and the feed, which is a better 
way. Laftly ifthe land be near 
water, clay, fand, rock or gravel, 
and that in fuch cafe it be not cou- 
venient to fow the feed within the 
Jand,becaufe it may not have’ depth 
for rooting, you may tea by plac- 
ing the fhare near thé top of the 
earth, only remove'asit were the 
clods &c. and drop your feed’ in 
rows, and by certain pinstof wood 
or won made flat at the end, and fet 
flope-wife on each fide of fuch 
rows of grain, the earth may be caft 
over it and lay d in ridges above 
the ordinary level of the land. 


Thus far the author of thie Dia. 
onarium Ruficum. 

There feems fome obfcurity in 
fome parts ofthis defcription, and 
particularly where he mentions rec- 
tifying the feeder ; but thefe I pre- 
fume may be overcome by two or 
three tryals; 1 fuppofe, when the 
aathor fays that one man and horfe 
with this inftrument can do as 
much as fx hories ean plow, he 
means 
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means only the fowing part, and 
that we are to underftand that the 
land is firlt tebe brought into a 
fine tilth by thecommen methods, 
before thisinfrument can be ulfed. 
Some of my neighbours towhom I 
have communicated it, are refolved 
to make an attempt to conftruét one 
of this kind, and as the coft cannot 
be a great deal, perhaps other per- 
fons in this and other colonies 
might be willing to dothe fame, if 
they had the defcription. I would 
therefore communicate it to the pu- 
blick, if you judge it proper, by 
ns Ofyonr magazine, and am 
genticmen your conftant reader 
CoLonus.

firength for battle; who breaketh 
the bow and cutteth tlie {pear m 
pieces and burns the chariot in the 
fice.”"—‘* He held upthe hands of 
Gyrus, and opened before him the 
pee of brafs and cut in funder the 

ars of iron, and girt him with 


firength, tho’ he knew him not,”

his anger and fent him avaink the

T HERE is fomething very unaccountable in the propegniin of genixt, 


if we may be allowed the expreflion, Some times a Father bleit with 
every human accomplithment fhall have a fon, wh» inherits not the lca! 
degree of his abilities or graces. At other times,when the father has enjy- 
ed extraordinary talents of one kind, thefon fhall be diitinguifhed for - 
Jents as extfaordinary cf a kind direétly oppofite. 

This is the cafe with refpeGt to the fole furvivirig fon of the late Mr. 
Thomas Godfrey of Philadelphia, mentioned in our two preceeding Mag» 
zines. Nature feems not to have defighed the tather for a greater Math 
matician, than fe has the fon for a Poet, The former, as we have aires 
dy mentioned, being a Glazier by trade, was perhapsone of the mof fin- 
gular phenomena that ever appeared in the learned. world. For, without 
the leaft advantages of education, almoft /ntustive/y, and in a manner ¢ 
tirely his own, he had made himfelt mafter of the abftrufed parts of Moe 
thematics and Afronomy, being in fa& the true inventor of the famous Sc 
Qvadran’, generally cailed Hadlry’s. 

Juit{o itis with the fon, a youth about 20 years of age, who without s 
my other advantage thar that of natural genius, acommon education if 
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his mother-tongaue, and an attentive perufal of the works of Dryden, Pope, 
and one ortwo more Englif pocts, has exhibited fuch proofs of poetical

capacity as reaily furprize us. 


Our readers may recolleét, in our Yaruary magazine, a moft beautiful 
and delicate little performance called ** the Invitation, and likewife in our 
lat magazine “* an Ode on Friend/bip. Both thefe were the prodution of 
young Mr. Godfrey, as isthe following “© Ode on Wine, which is written 
with much poetic warmth, tho’ a rigid critic may perhaps findreafon to ob- 
jeét to the Matier and Machinery of it, 


But what will ever place him high in the lift of Poets (when it fhall have 
received his laft hand) isa poem of confiderable length, called the ** Court 
of Fancy;” a fabje& which none but an elevated and daring genius durft at- 
tempt with any degree of fuccefs;' in managing which, he fhines in all 
the {pirit of true creative Poetry, far above the common herd of veriifiers 
and others, too common)y honoured with the appellation of Poets. 


Thefe pieces, and fome and others of his, fell into our hands by accident, 
foon after the appearance of the Invitation, which was found among the 
ret; and we reckon it one of the higheft inftances of good fortune that 
has befallen us, during the period of our Magazine, that we have had an op- 
portunity of making known to the werld fojmuch merit.

HE fpirit of gur pation feems 
A now at the higheft, and we 
ha e got into thetrue way of figh- 
ting the’ French, The following 
principles appear to be adopted by 
our prefent miniftry, apd agreeable 
to the gegeral fenfe of the nation ; 
namely that— 

“ A battle loft at land- doth not 
hurt the Freach{o much, or touch 
them fo neatly, as the deftruétion 
of their fhip ing and gommerce, 
They cannot build fhips as eafily as 
they canraife men, or recover their 
commerce as readily as recruit their 
army. By acteoy ne, their com- 
merce we do, in effec, deftroy 
their armies; for they canngt be 
fupported long when that is loft. 
We have had too much experience, 
that the Frenchare notto be {ub- 
dued fo eafily by a continental war: 
The French king hath mea enough, 
and whilit there is meney enough 
in his kingdom, he will haye x, 
But, if we purfue the method, fo 
happily begun, of attacking his 
harbours, and deftroying his fhip- 
ping and commerce, he will foon 
want the finews of war; he will 
not be long able to fupport his ar- 


mies, or pay foreign fubfidies ; but 
will foon be forced to comply with 
juft and honourable terms of peace, 

des, by harraffing the Freus 
coafts with fueh a body of forces, 
oar allies in G are more ef. 
fetually ferved, than if the fame 
body of troops were {ent there 
their affiftance, because it obliges 
the French to keep at leaft fivetime 
their number at home, to guard 
their coafts againft us, which might 
otherwife be fent againft them 
Let us, therefore, if it fhould be 
ase neceflary, at this jandure, 
to fend forces to Germary, purlus 
alfo, at the fame time, our defigns 
vigoroufly upon the French; for 
there we may, ina great mealwe, 
be fure of fucceeding ; there the 
nemy may be moft fenfibly galled; 
and there the intereft of Gregt-Brie 
iain may be mof effectually pro- 
moted. The wife and vigorow 
meafures taken by the prefent ad- 
muniftration $a fupport the right 
and honour of the Ragton. and 10 
diftrefs the French in every part af 
the world, but particalarly by a 
tacking their coafts, Jath revived

beim. His highnets himfelf was at 
the head ofthe grenadiers of the 
left wing and advanced towards 
Anrab, where a detachment of 400 
of the enemy, half horfe and half 
foot, were pofled ; who after a dif- 
charge of fome mufkets on both 
fides, were driven into the camp 
and gavethe alarm. 

The dependence of the French 
general was then on the Wirtenberg 
regiment; but they, ’tis faid, hav- 
ing been engaged againft their will, 
took advantage of the confufion, 
and went over in a body to the 
prince of Brunfwick, crying out— 
“ We are Protestants, we wil? 
not fight againft ourfelves”’ In this 
confufion the count de Gifors called 
together the officers, réprefented to 
them the difhonor of being beaten 
by half the nomber and afked, if 
there was ont among them who 
did not prefer death to fiich an in- 
famy; then, throwing himfeif be- 
tween his men and the Hanoverian 
infantry, added——Gentlemen, the 
Honor of your Sovereign is at flake. 
We will expe you to do nothing but 
what we do ourfelves. Come on, 
and face this handful of an enemy. 
Shame and the feint remembrance 
of their natutal fpirit led them after 
him ; butas he preffed forward, in 
the moft defperate part of the en- 
counter, a mufket ball paffed thro” 
his breaft toward the fhoulder. 
He ftood a few minutes, and then, 
fuffering others to pais before him, 
funk foftly to the ground, as feem- 
ing ofly anxidus left his foldiers 
fhould know it. He was renioved 
to atent, andinthe end became 
prifomer to the Hanoverians, and 
died the evening after notwith- 
ftanding the beft care.

encounter with equal {pirit and 
magnanimity 
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magnanimity, and perhaps two 
greaier fouis have been feldom op- 
pofed in aétion. Mean while 
prince Ferdinand, being iuperior in 
artillery, kept as violent a cannon- 
ading ascan poflibly be imagined, 
which gave his infantry time to 
form over againft the wood that co- 
vered the enemy's left. Near 
three hours were {pent in this terri- 
ble fire, and at lait it was deter- 
mined bctween the hereditary 
prince, and prince Ferdinand, that 
the only way to end the conflict at 
once was to force the wood with 
{mall arms. Wherefore the here- 
ditary prince, at the head of the 
firft line, advanced with the whole 
front towards the wood; while the 
other battalions entered it, leaving 
only 8 fquadrons on the plain in 
referve 

Two batteries of the enemy fuf- 
tained by 4o fquadrons prevented 
the 16 battalions on our right from 
ever entering the wood.

They are 
faid to have rallied thrice, but in 
vain; being unable to ftand the ter- 
rible charge of the Prufians. ‘The 
accounts further add that this plan 
had been lain fometime before by 
the king, on finding that he could 
not carry O/mutz before Count Daun 
came up; that he had thrownthe 
convoy of ftores and provifions in- 
to the enemy’s way to give a colour 
to his raifingthe fiege and his being

he apprehended the count could 
not be drawn into the fnare of pur- 
fuing him. But however this be, 
it equally fhews his majefty’s great 
generalfhip, either to lay fuch a 
fcheme before hand, or have wif- 
dom enough todraw it out of the 
exigency of his affairs.

Affairs in the CoLomiss. 

Our laf gave anaccount of the 
furrender of Louifsourg, and men- 
tioned an expedition on foot under 
colonel Bradjireet, not then deter- 
mined, but which it was hoped 
would in fome meafure retrieve the 
lofs, and wipe off the reproach, {uf- 
taincd in our former miicarriage on 
the other fide of the lake. That 
expedition is now concladed to our 
advantage, even beyond our moft 
fanguine expectations, and will be 

aie of more important con- 
ences than can be readily imae 

The expedition was againft Fron- 
tenac on the other fide of lake Onta- 
rio, over againit O/wego. We 
mentioned’ the time of the party’s 
fetting out in our latt, with the 
number of men &c. we are now to 
addthat on the z5th of Angi, late 
in the evening, they landed on a 
point of land, about a mile from 
the fort, being covered with the ¢- 

emy’s cannon by arifing ground. 
Next morning, having brought 
their cannon and hells “— 500 
yards of the fort, they began to 
play on it; but that diftance being 
too great todo much execution, 
they next evening privately got pof- 
fefion of anold intrenchment be- 
fore the fort, which they fet about 
enlarging as a breaft-wosk. The 
enemy as foon as they heard them 
at work here, began a conftant fire

It wasthe ftore where 
all provifions and warlike. flores 
were fent to for the ufe of the other 
forts fouthweftward of it. ; 
Near 8000 barrels of provifion# 
were found in it, whichout people 
wholly deftroyed, with 
the fort itfelf, the walis of which 
were levelied with the ground, 
They burnt and ney 7 vegels 
from 18 to 8 guns, fundry fores 
and all the artillery, except 9 bra 
patesraroes, which they brought 
off.

After the furrender of Lowifbeurg, 

brave Admirals and Generals 
Meredetermined not to {pin out the 
Kihainder of the campaign in idle- 
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nefs. The beft dcititation —— 
able in order ftill more to diftrefs 
theenemy, was made of the troops 
that were not neceflary to be left im 
garrifon at Louifoourg. Three re- 
giments, viz. the 15th Amber’, 
the 28th Bragg’s, and 58th Anfry- 
ther’s commanded by thé indefati- 
gable Wolfe, together with feven 
thips of the line and three frigates, 
commanded by fir Charles Hardy, 
went On an expedition to Bay Ga/- 
pay at the entrance of the river S¢, 
Lawrence, and by the laft accounts 
from Louifocurg dated the 20th in- 
ftant no certain news had been ree 
ceived of them fince their depar- 
ture ; tho’ it is rumoured that they 
have taken {everal French veffels,
